The Judicial Committee is looking to the Students' Council 
for a clearcut definition of its power. 



Tlie request, contained In a 
statement presented to tlie Daily 
yesterday, follows tlic decision 
l>y tlie ASUS executive to reject 
the ruling of the Judicial Com> 
inlttee In the case of Gary Beltcl. 

Beltel, who was to run for 
f<econd-ycar representative on 
the ASUS was disqualified by 
ASUS Returning Officer Paul 
Wong on the grounds that his 
nomination papers, were not pro* 
perly completed. 

Wong overstepped 
The Judicial Committee ruled 
that Wong Had overstepped - his 
Jurisdiction by his actions and 
it recommended that a re>elec> 
tlon be held. 

This Is the first time that a 
Judicial Committee decision has 
not been accepted. , 

The committee's statement 
says that "The committee . . . 
must be able to render a dcci- 
5lnn which is final and conclus- 
ive.. . No campus body should 
be allowed to disregard a deci- 
sion we .havei^taken;'.'.nWev call 
upon the government^ of the Stu- 
dents' Society for leadership in 
' this matter — so that the Judi- 
cial Committee can render ef- 
fective decisions, decisions which 



will have the force of law on 

campus. 

"We will not continue to func- 
tion In an atmosphere where our 
hearings and our decisions are 
susceptible of being cast aside 
because a body on campu.s choo- 
ses not to agree with our pro- 
nouncement on matters- referred 
to us." 

There - arc three questions 
wiiich the Judicial Committee 
would lil<e answered : 

i) Are Judicial Committee de- 
cisions binding on Council? 
. 2) Are bodies such as the AS- 
US under the Jurisdiction of 
Council?

In his original judgment, Mr. 
Justice St. Germain said there is 
"no evidence" to think Fekete 
would not be treated according 
to the laws of "natural Justice". 
John Fctherstonaugh, counsel for 
Fckelc, disagreed. He maintain- 
ed the judge had heard no evi- 
dence to corroborate this. 
- Laing said the original' peti- 
tion, was. directed against anti- 
: cipatcd trouble. Citing legal pre- 
cedent, he said, "the mere pre- 
diction of how a court will rule 
is no grounds for granting a writ 
of prohibition" (evocation). 

Thomas Montgomery, counsel 
for the university, said granting 
the writ would have the effect 
of subjecting "any body politic 
corporate which sets up a dis- 
cipline committee" to the juris- 
diction of the courts. 

"All Montreal" was talking 
Mr. Justice R. Brossard said 
there have been -cases of the 
court intervening in such private 
discipline committees.

They are to 
represent all students who have 
been affected by "the delays 
in the distribution of loan cer- 
tificates" and "the injustices- 
resulting from administrotiv'a 
errors and arbitrary stand- 
ards" used in considering ap- 
plications. 

UGEQ President Pierre le- 
François emphasized that the 
political and monetary restric- 
tions of the Johnson administ- 
ration were delaying educa. 
tional reform at tiie university 
level. "At the UGEQ congress 
of March 1966," LeFrançois 
pointed out, the democrati- 
zation of educational struct- 
ures was defined as the most 
urgent problem facing Quebec 
students. This includes finan- 
cioJ structures as well." 

Lepronçols said the demon- 
stration will serve to protest 
both the Student Aid crisis and 
the lack of concern on the part 
of the Quebec government in 
'matters concerning universal 
accessibility to higher educa- 
tion and the abolition of tui- 
tion fees.

If our Administration was one that 
regularly and publicly justified its policy 
décisions, it would have a- difficult time 
explaining away any decision to bring back 
on campus the recruiting agents of corpora- 
tions directly involved In Viet Nam war 
production, such as Dow and Hawker-Sidde- 
ley. For not so long ago it took pains to 
maintain that the university (read Adminis- 
tration) had the right to make decisions on 
questions of morality, that it had the res- 
ponsibility to enforce certain standards of 
"decency" upon the whole university com- 
munity. 

But, we. may surmise, these same men 
may soon appear as the stern champions 
and defenders of unlimited and irrespon- 
sible freedom — the freedom of war corpo- 
rations to recruit at McGill, the freedom of 
students to get jobs from them. We may 
soon hear that it is not the business of the 
■m8 masnmL ^. A^ >. i.tf ^ 
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university to moke decisions on "moral" 
questions, that support for the Vietnamese 
war is something for individuals themselves 
to decide. Anyone con come and recruit 
here — the university is neutral on such 
moral and political issues. 

We must be clear as to what academic 
freedom is. Academic freedom involves the 
right of unlimited debate, discussion and re-

Sir, 

The statements contained in 
the following letter, thougli 
documented by tlie concrete 
refcrqnces cited, arc purely fig- 
ments of one man's imagina- 
tion. They deal with the mall- 
•clous and distorted "facts" 
contained In a certain non-can* 
didate's letter appearing in 
Tuesday's issue of the Daily. 

(1) The official report and 
decision of the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Students' Society 
was not officially released un- 
til after the article in the 
Christmas issue of the Dally 
concerning the Second Year 
A.S.U.S. Class Rep elections. 
(The Secretary - Treasurer of 
the Students' Society can verify 
this statement). Thus, it would 
hardly have been in Itccplng 
with the "responsible" journa- 
lism espoused by Mr. Beitcl If 
the Daily had, on the basis of 
unconfirmed heresay, reported a 
decision that was not released. 

(2) A claim is made tliat a 
protest conforming to establish- 
ed Constitutional procedure was 
made within the . prescribed sc- 
.ven-day post-election period. 

("All complaints, protests or 
petitions for recount must be 
made in writing to the C.R.O. 
or . to the Executive no later 
than seven (7) days after the 
closing of the polls. A re-elec- 
tion may also be held on the 
decision of the Executive in the 
event of any irregularity." 
(Electoral By-Laws 27 & 20). At 
no time was such procedure 



followed; rather, a deliberate 
attempt to circumvent the 
Constilullon was made. 

(3) The letter further claims 
that f stated I would not return 
a nomination form as it was my 
property and added that 1 main- 
tained I was "under no obliga- 
tion" to return anything that 
didn't belong to Mr. Beitcl. 

First, the nomination foini, 
oiicc filed, became an official 
document and the property of 
the A.S.U.S., not uf the C.R.O. 
Secondly, the status of the do- 
cument on file was an invalid 
one (as Mr. Beilcl Himself ad- 
mitted at the Judicial Com- 
mittee hearing). Not only could 
I not return a Society document 
to someone with Intent to alter 
its status, but such would have 
been fraudulent, which sccm.s 
entirely in keeping with Mr.. 
Beitcl's logic. 

(4) The letter further stales 
that the would-be but non-can> 
didntc siiK';:estcd that he bring 
the mntlcr to the attention of 
tlic A.S.IJ.S. Kxeciitlvc and .sta- 
tes that I was quick to point out 
that this would be Impossible 
because of an Electoral By-Law 
dealing with postponement of 
elections. 

First, there is no By-Law to 
this effect and I never stated 
. that it existed. 

Secondly, what I did state wa; 
that there existed a precedent 
for an appeal of a C.R.O.'s deci- 
sion in the A.S.U.S., and that 
when a motion arose to accept 
a nomination form that was un- 
constitutional (I.e., that did not 
conform to the Electoral By- 
Laws), it was ruled unconsti- 
tutional. I contrasted this to a 
situation in which I per^onally. 
recommended that a nomination 



search in the interests of knowledge^and 
truth. It relates to the right of stuclentsfancl 
faculty to say and publish what they want 
on intellectual, political and literary mat- 
ters. 

But academic freedom does not involve 
the right of outside groups to use the uni- 
versity's facilities to further their non-acade- 
mic objectives. The principle of academic 
freedom does not compel the university to 
let itself be exploited in the Interests of pro- 
fits and war-making through company 
recruiting agents or research grants. In the 
case of Dow and Hawker-Siddeley, the Ad- 
ministration would be abiding by the princi- 



form that was in good order 
but which because of extenuat- 
ing circumstances beyond the 
control of all parties was not 
received on time. Mr. Deitcl's 
case involved an invalid nomi- 
nation form and his own illite- 
racy. 

Mr. Beitcl at|cinpt.s- to por- 
tray, through innuendo and in- 
consistency, a Simon Legrec 
against the People's IncvitaUe 
Choice. He employs his vast em- 
pirical knowledge to render 
Jiidmcnt on the Electoral By- 
Law.s whicli, if one rrads his 
comments, I can only presume 
he has never read, 

Finally, the Judicial Commit- 
tee based its decision on the 
grounds that I had reversed a 
decision I had previously made, 
Iho (irsl being final, and not 
on the validit> of hi.s nomina- 
tion form. Thi.s is the context 
In which tlie word "irrcgula- 
rily" was u.'tcd, and not the 
innuendo cited by Mr. Beitcl. 

As to the obligHiions of a 
C.R.O. extending beyond "just 
running for office" miglit I 
point out that a person assum- 
ing the responsibilities of tiic 
position is barred from seeking 
any office throughout Ms term. 
His obligations include dealing 
with poor losers, and non-candi- 
date publicity seekers alike.

pies of academic freedom if it asked the 
representatives Qf these companies to come 
here and op<:nly justify to campus their 
corporations' participation in the war. It 
would be abiding by the principles of aca- 
demic freedom and freedom of expression 
if its Placement Committee met openly, held 
public hearings and openly asked all inter- 
ested parties to submit briefs to it. 

But the Placement Committee met be- 
hind closed doors during the Christmas 
holidays, and the Administration refuses to 
make a public policy decision or statement 
. on the political and moral issues involved. 

The real fssue here is campus compli- 
city in the Viet Nam war. Is our university' 
going to open its doors and extend its faci- 
lities to the recruiting agents of corporations 
directly invofved in war manufacture ? 

The Administration cannot pretend that 
by allowing open recruiting it is remaining 
neutral. For "open recruiting" implies a 
positive decision to allow Dow and Hawker- 
Siddeley to use McGill University's facilities 
to further their corporations' objectives. As 
the Vice-President of Hawker-Siddeley said 
recently in a letter to the Montreal Star: 
either we are welcome on campus or we 
are not. Whatever happens, a decision 
affecting the whole university is involved. 

The Administration said lost November 
that the companies had been asked to stay 
away because their presence might cause 
"disturbances". But what is necessary is that 
such decisions be guided not by expediency 
or by threats emanating from corporations 
or student activists, but by a conscious moral 
and political decision on the port of the 
entire university community, arrived at 
democratically and in the open.
